311 Yearlings Average $2.977 At Lexington; 
Much Interest Is Manifest In Sales At 
Meadow Brook September 21-22 





An interested horseman at the 
sales tells us that ‘‘the power to buy 
is loose, never saw many more peo- 
ple crazy to buy the right sort, or 
more new faces round the sales ring. 
Prices were not in any way inflated, 
they were worthy payments for good 
yearlings shown to the buyers with 
their Sunday coats on. The quality 
and fitting of the offerings was a 
worthy example of what the Ken- 
tucky breeders can do given the mat- 
ing of a good sire with a good dam.” 

It is interesting to note that these 
sales of 311 head amounted to $925,- 
850, an average of $2,977. 

We have presented to you the 
facts of the total sales from the 
Fasig-Tipton vendue at Lexington. 
They are complete and we believe 


accurate as to prices and breedings. 

In 1940 the sales were ‘‘off’’ from 
the previous year. In 1941 the first 
7 nights showed 369 yearlings going 
for an average of $2,008. 

Then in 1942 the general uncer- 
tainty of the times caused many 
breeders to keep their best at home, 
with the result that the top colt was 
purchased for $9,000 odd. 

Now the old pendulum is making 
a move upward. Arthur B. Hancock, 
that astute and successful breeder, 
sends along 55 head and they bring 
$299,200. Looking back and using 
his sales as a good criterion, it is 
found that in 1940 he offered 53 
head and came away with $204,550, 
50 sold for $164,400 and agaiu in

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Rombout Hunt Country 





By O'Malley Knott 





After hunting for several years 


with the Rombout Hounds it seemed 
it would be interesting to learn some- 
thing of the history of the settling 
of this country. The Rombout Hunt 
has three distinct countries—the 
first being the great North Country 
which I have had the joy of helping 
to open up. It runs from Poughkeep- 
sie North to Rhinebeck about four- 
teen miles, it is the galloping coun- 
try with big open fields, fenced most- 
y with stone walls with a _ rider 
which just tempts one to jump them 
for they make a horse stand back and 
give you that delightful sensation of 
floating. The coverts are not big and 
most of them have wood roads, but 
they are big enough to protect and 
make homes for the foxes. This area 
is big enough to hunt over every day 
in the week without going twice over 
the same ground. Most of the farin- 
ers are old settlers and prosperous. 

On motoring first over this lané 
we came to a lovely old place with a 
grand view, with perfect fields and 
fences, and good stabling. The owner 
on being asked if he would sell, ac- 
knowledged that a good price would 
tempt him and he named an amount 
ridiculously small. His son, holling 
his little boy by the hand, joined us. 
He said his father, owning the place 
could sell it but that if the farm 
came to him he would never sell ft 
as it had been in the family ever 
since it was received as a grant from 
one of the kings of England. No one 
would want to take it away from 
such a grand landowner! Today th 
son is a friend of the Hunt and many 
a good run have we had over thos 
smooth fields and kept stone 
walls. 

It is a joy to motor over that North 
Country, stand on top of a hill anda 
look over miles and miles of open 
sloping fields and imagine ‘The 
Bravest of us All” leading the Roimn- 
bout Hounds like a flock of whiie 
birds over hill and dale, followed by 
blood horses with “good men and 
bold” on their backs. It will take 
years to open up and develop all thar 
country, but what sport there is in 
the doing of it! 

The second country is the East 
Country running East to Pleasant 
Valley about seven miles and join- 
ing the Millbrook Hunt South Coun- 
try, hunted by the late Eugene Ray- 
nal, and goes South for about ten 
miles, also good hunting land, not 


well 


quite as open and smooth as tae 
North Country, but there are pleuty 
of foxes offering wonderful sport. 
Third on the list is what we call 
our South Country where one can 





hunt, lark and hack over in every 
month of the year b2cause there are 
practically no crops to injure and 
where, on a bitterly cold day in win- 
ter, one is protected as it is mostly 
woods, glens and lovely bridle-paths 
giving on a hot day in summer plenty 
of shade in the cool paths through 
the dark woods. 


All this section of the country was 
a Rombout Patent, which gives the 
Hunt its name, grarted by the Cuol- 
onial Governor of New York. There is 
also an Indian Patent dated August 
14, 1683 and signed by various In- 
dian chiefs. The Patent from the Col- 
onial Governor is dated February 8, 
1682, and is signed by Thomas Don- 
gan, Governor, and the instrumeni 
records that it was given during ihe 
reign of His Majesty James II, King 
of England, Scotland, France and 
Ireland. Francis Rombout, former 
mayor of New York, had one daugh- 
ter, Caterina Rombout. She married 
Robert Brett, an English army offi- 
cer. They settled in the Hudson Val- 
ley and built the first mansion oc- 
cupied by a white woman North of 
the Hudson Highlands. That house 
stands today at Mattewan in the city 
of Beacon and is now known as the 
Teller Mansion. It is still owned by 
a direct descendant of Francis Rom- 
bout. Caterina Rombout’ Brett be- 
came know in Dutchess County as 
Madame Brett. Her husband died 
young and she carried on the settle- 
ment of the lands of the Rombout 
Patent. She developed this country, 


building mills, and opened it for 
farming. She built up very cordial 
relations with the Indians. Al} 


through the land are the remains of 
foundations of houses and _ stables 
and lovely grass-grown*avenues, out- 
lined with old stone walls covered 
with moss. Along these will creep 
the foxes and the hounds do the 
same, smelling evéry stone as they 
g0. Sometimes a fox will run along 
on the top rail of a fence to put the 
hounds off scent and when a hound 
tries the same stunt he soon loses 
his balance after a yard or two and 
comes tumbling off. These are the 
sign-posts here and beautiful they 
are, lining all these old roads and 
leading to thick wouds where the 
sun never penetrates. The trees are 
of many varieties—hemlocks, cedars, 
oaks, maples, sugar maples, button 
ball big trees with the white bark 
near the top, white birch, elms, dog- 
woods, beech, hazel-nuts, also stumps 
of great chestnut trees killed by the 
blight thirty years ago. There are 
many wild flowers to add to the 
beauty of these abandoned places, 


hepaticas, violets, scillas, blue flow- 
ering myrtle, whole patches of yel- 
low dog-tooth violets in swampy 
places, with an occasional pond or 
brook. Then there is the Rombout 
Ridge which goes for miles, some- 
times so steep one cannot ride up or 
down it, and in other places solid 
rock 150 to 200 feet. Here we can 
only watch the hounds follow the 
wily fox and wonder they don’t fall 
and get killed. 

Next one comes into an open park 
of fifty acres or so where one can 
gallop all out again. It is ideal for 
hunting in the middle of winter, late 
spring or early fall, teaching young 
hounds and young horses and keep- 
ing old men from growing older or 
worrying about the market. It is ful) 
of foxes, rabbits, pheasants and all 
the delightful furry things that live 
in cool woods, with mossy _ stones, 
wild flowers and brooks. In winter, 
after a fall of snow a couple of feet 
deep, these woods are a veritable 


“fairyland! Especially when it snows 


in that quiet, breathless way, the 
hemlocks carry such a load of snow 
that the branches bend far down and 
sometimes break, then it takes skill- 
ful riding trying to dodge those 
branches when going through the 
trails. 

Just across the road from this 
country is the lovely old farm and cot- 
tage of Homer Gray, Master of 
Hounds, the land having been in his 
family for generations. After mount- 
ing, one rides first to the kennels to 
let out the hounds. The Master stand3 
for a few minutes while the hounds, 
full of joy at being set free. stand 
up with their paws against his horse, 
receiving a few crumbs from his big 
pocket by way of encouragement. 
They know their business and area 
eager to work through those woods 
where after sniffing Rt everything 
as they go, they work towards the 
one scent they love and know, they 
are out to find the wily fox. After 
moving on, we cross the main road, 
one of the few hard roads in the 
country, that divides our East and 
South Countries and it is hard to 
realize how there can be such a dif- 
ference in a country just the other 
side of the road. 

The going now is along old grass- 
grown roads, one of which Jeads to 
quite a high wooded hill. Here the 
Huntsman waits a few  munutes. 
keeping his hounds well in hand 
close to his horse, they looking up 
at him expectantly, when at last he 
gives the signal they make a rush 
into the woods and spread out noses 
to the ground with sterns waving. 
They search every yard for the scent 
of a fox, sometimes a puppy or an 


over-anxious hound will speak or 
give tongue on a rabbit or squirre], 
The Huntsman knows that it is a 
puppy, so do all the rest of the pack, 
sO no one pays any attention. If we 
draw the hill blank we move on to 
another likely place, the hounds stif) 
spreading out and working, the 
Huntsman every now and theu blow. 
ing his horn to tell them his dires. 
tion. On through some rough coun- 
try on one of the many bridle-paths 
we cross a small stream and emerge 
on to a big open field or park of 
about thirty acres; across it we 
come to a low jump leading into dark 
woods and very soon a trusty old 
hound “speaks” in no uncertain 
voice. Immediately every hound‘ stops 
dead still, the Huntsman and riders 
wait in absolute silence, for woe to 
the man or woman who speaks or 
makes any noise which may distract 
the attention of the hounds! 

Again “Bantem”’ speaks, the Hunts. 
man knows it is the voice of ‘‘Ban- 
tem”’ the truest hound in the pack 
for ‘‘Bantem’’ never lies. All the 
hounds run to Bantem and as each 
one picks up the line he gives tongue, 
the chorus growing to such a burst 
of music as must be heard by all 
good huntsmen and hounds who have 
passed on to the ‘happy hunting 
grounds.” 

To the Huntsman’s glorious cry of 
“gone away’, everyone settles down 
in his saddle and claps his hat down 
a little tighter for by this time your 
horse is as keen as mustard, knowing 
well the signals and loving the game 
as much as you do. Those who were 
nervous and apprehensive before 
feel something get into their blood, 
forget themselves and have but one 
thought—to stay with hounds gone 
away and calling one with taeir joy- 
ous music. 

Galloping up and down those hills, 
over places you would not think of 
jumping in cold blood, excitement 
making the horses like athletes, 
stronger, more sure-footed, carrying 
one safely over every obstacle to one’s 
great amazement. It is a great part: 
nership game. If you ride your horse 
with understanding and sympathy 
and have faith in him, he responds 
so gallantly that you just love him 
like the grand partner he is. 

Perhaps at the end of ten or fif- 
teen minutes the hounds check and 
are silent, the Huntsman is right up 
with them but he stands still, does 
not offer to do a thing because the 
hounds know best; they quickly 
cast round in a circle and just when 
you think they have lost their fox, 
“Rachel” stops, feathers a bit, then 
speaks a little, then more surely, ae

It Possible For Bath 
Co. To Expand Show 


The Bath County Horse Show As- 
sociation will hold its sixteenth an- 
nual show on August 28th. It will 
be a one day show, the catalogue of- 
fering a good variety of classes—five 
for draft horses, six breeding classes, 
nine hunter classes, two driving clas- 
ses and three for open jumpers, 
Three championships will be award- 
ed, in the breeding, hunter and open 
jumper divisions. 

The show had been scheduled for 
August seventh. Due to the ban on 
pleasure driving and the scarcity of 
horses in the near vicinity, the com- 
mittee decided that, to keep the show 
“going” and to raise some money for 
the “Community House’’, the local 
hospital, which looks to this show 
annually for support, it would hold a 
day’s show, comprising what classes 
could be filled locally and whatever 
other entertainment we could mus- 
ter. However, after reading in The 
Chronicle of the Maryland show 
which had the initiative to secure 
permission from their O. P. A. Board 
to use gas for the show, it was de- 
cided to approach the Virginia Board 
on the subject and after some delay 
the enclosed reply made it possible 
to go on with a full one-day show. 
The Association was very pleased 
with the ruling and hopes it will 
make it possible for other Virginia 
shows to make plans for the late 
summer and fall. 

All prizes will be in defense 
stamps. The Judges will be Mr. Ed- 
gar Powell of Newton Square, 
Pennsylvania and Mr. Jack Carpen- 
ter of Greenwood, Virginta. 

Catalogues are now out and may 
be obtained from the Bath County 
Horse Show Association, Hot Springs 
or from the office of the Chronicle 
at Middleburg or Berryville. 

Herewith the O. P. A. ruling for 
shows: — 

Bath County Horse Show Associa- 
tion. 

We acknowledge receipt of your 
memorandum and enclosures of July 
7 inquiring as to whether personnel 
of the subject and exhibitors may use 
their basic rations to attend the As- 
sociation’s horse show which is being 
held on August 7. 

We assume that the personnel of 
subject association are paid. If this 
be so, we believe that their driving 
to the horse show could be consider- 
ed as part of their occupational driv- 
ing and hence would not be prohibit- 
ed by Section 8161 (f). With refer- 
ence to exhibitors at the horse show, 
we believe that further inquiry 
should be made as to the nature of 
the exhibitors. Clearly the driving 
to horse shows by exhibitors who are 
engaged in the business of raising or 
breeding horses is occupational and 
such driving would not be prohibited 
by Section 8161 (f), but as to those 
exhibitors who are not engaged in 
the business of raising horses, we do 
hot believe that driving to horse 
shows could be deemed occupational 
nor would such driving be personal 
hecessity driving. Thus, as to these, 
Section 8161 (f) prohibits the use of 
the basic ration for this driving.

Chronicle Names Its 
Campaign Committee 
For Cutting Pulpwood 


In order that The Chronicle may 
campaign for pulpwood to the best 
advantage a central committee has 
been formed and in various sections 
of the country where The Chroniclers 
own pulpwood producing lands, re- 
presentatives will be asked to serve 
with this Committee. The stress has 
been laid on selection of men who 
own land and are familiar with the 
production. Captain Ewart Johnston 
Clay Hill, Boyce, Va.; Chamblin C. 
Funkhauser, Double Toll Gate, White 
Post, Va.; and Don 1, Henderson, 
Berryville, Va., will form the mem- 
bership. 


It is important to know that the 
government needs pulpwood for the 
raw material in the making of 
smokeless powder, rayon for para- 
chutes, plastics in airplane parts, 
weatherproof cartons for shipping 
ammunition, foods, blood plasma 
etc., to our armed forces and our 
allies. All this as well as news print 
and other papers. There is a positive 
‘hreatened shortage of 2,500,00 cord 
this year, 


We must realize that pulpwood 
must come out of the woods in shape 
to be processed at the mills. A pulp 
cord remember is 5’ lengths, piled 
into a cord of 8’ long and 4’ high, 
thus making 160 cubic feet. The 
woods that can be used are:—of 
several kinds, such as_ hickory, 
sycamore or pine—but in the last 
analysis the pine is the only one that 
can be handled profitably. 


Things are accomplished by clear- 
ing your woods; the young trees are 
given a chance to grow on _ into 
money, because of shade they afford 
and the value of the timber they will 
cut in time; the land is cleared so 
that you may have some. grass 
growth for cattle—these things make 
for increase in value of your land-—— 
apart from the fact that it is a very 
essential part of the war effort at 
this time, for everyone who owns a 
tract of timber. 


Go look through your woods, you 
will find enough pine to fell and peel 
to make a big help to the cordinat- 
ed effort. Then arrange to have it 
corded.

Farmers Should Take Holiday 
When Crops Look Bad And 
Everything Seems Wrong 


On a recent beautiful July day I 
called to see a foxhunting farmer. 
There was a gloom over his house. 
One sensed it as soon as one entered. 
Faces were long, all the joy seemed 
to have gone out of life, the eyes in 
the fox masks on the walls seemed 
to be looking sadly to the floor, even 
the cats were all huddled together in 
one big armchair, whilst the usually 
boisterous dogs lay subdued under a 
seat known as “the lang settle” un- 
der the window. I had gone to see 
some horses running out on pastur- 
es which have been as bare as @ 
table-top, but which were much im- 
proved by recent rains, and had first 
“dropped in’? at the farm. With me 
was the huntsman of the local pack. 
He’s very popular, indeed, rather a 
hero with the local farmers, even 
though they do chaff him about not 
catching more foxes. Well! the hunts- 
man was more daring than I, for I 
am always afraid these days to ask 
after anyone for fear they are dead, 
missing, killed, prisoners—or have 
been made peers or colonels. ‘‘What’s 
wrong this morning?’ demanded the 
huntsman. ‘‘None of you seem in a 
very good temper. Have you had 
another demand from the Income Tax 
people?’”’. ‘‘Warse than that’’, said 
the farmer. “Fly on the turnips?— 
or has the landgirl taken her hook 
with your young farm pupil?’’, asked 
the huntsman. ‘“‘Warse than that!”, 
moaned the farmer’s wife. ‘You 
haven’t had bad news from your lad 
in the army, J hope’’, next tried the 
huntsman, ‘‘No!’’, said the farmer, 
“He’s all right so far as we know, 
but when J went into the granary 
this morning I found a heap o’ mag- 
gots under each of three hams I had 
hung there, and I doubt two sides 0’ 
bacon have gone the wrong way too! 
It’s knocked my end in. Bad time o’ 
year this for bacon. I’ve been look- 
ing at it every day, for I’ve heared 
tell of a lot o’ folks what’s had their’s 
go wrong; and now we’ve had ‘bad 
luck. It’s down by the bone trouble 
starts, you know, and then flies gets 
at it. Our mis¢is blames me, as if I 
could do more than [ have done. 
Them what says they can cure hams 
and bacon without a bit ever going 
wrong, reasty, or hard, aren’t to be 
believed, especially this weather. 
I’ve never seen such a year for blue- 
bottles—they’d find their way into 
a bank strongroom. It’s a big loss! I 
mun away with a knife and saw and 
see how much [-can save. We’ve all 
had a few words this morning, coz a 
man doesn’t like being blamed for 
what he can’t help. We uaren’t the 
only ones by a long chalk whose 
bacon has gone wrong this summer’”’. 

Farmhouse Catastrophies 

Of course it is a serious business 
and very disappointing (as well as 
a blow to pride and a reflection on 
skill) for bacon to “‘gan the wrong 
way’’, and the seriousness with which 
the catastrophy was being taken re- 
minded me of the country parson who 
paid one of his parochial visits to a 
farm the other day and found the 
house apparently deserted. Eventu- 


ally he discovered the farmer sat on 
a cart in the stackyard with his head 
in his hands. The cleric asked if 
anything was wrong, and was told 
“Ivverything’s just about as wrang 
as it can be, The missis has had 
another bairn; we’ve had a cow 
kicked its calf, the tractor’s broken 
down, our lass has upsetten a full 
pail of milk, I’ve had word by post 
that me brother’s wife has diei sud- 
dent, and to cap all our cur dog’s 
been in the pantry and eaten ali the 
bit of meat we had. It never rains 
but it pours! They say the Almighty 
moves in a mysterious way, but I 
could do with things a bif less my- 
sterier, and nut sich a big helping 
all at once, so don’t mention the 
scripters, or any verses 0’ hymns coz 
I’se in no frame of mind fer neither!” 

And here is what another farmer 
said last week regarding such occas- 
ions: 

“When crops look bad and every- 
thing’s going wrong, the best thing 
to do is to go away for a holiday. 
You’re not away two days before you 
wish you were back, and when you 
get back you find things looking a 
lot better than you thought they 
could when you left. Some horses get 
stale if exercised on the same ground 
day by day, and it’s the same with 
farmers. 

Surely there is sound philosophy 
in this! 

Farmers Again Breeding Horses 

The better news from the war 
fronts, the increasing demand for 
horses and the high prices they have 
been making, have all combined to 
make farmers anxious to breed their 
mares this season. Incidentally too, 
there seems to be a general tendency 
to have late foals. It is interesting 
to note (and a pointer to the future) 
that many farmers visualise a big 
demand for hunters as well as gen- 
eral utility animals, anu those who 
had not bred for three years were 
anxious to put their mares to a Thor- 
oughbred horse to produce hunters 
but many have been unable so to do 
as the suspension of premiums [or 
Thoroughbred sires has resulted in 
very few travelling or being avail- 
able in rural areas. 

This fact, together with the return 
to favour and market value at home 
and abroad of Cleveland Bays has 
resulted in stallions of this old 
Yorkshire breed being much in de- 
mand this season, It is certain there 
will be more foals in 1944 than since 
the outbreak of war, despite present 
grass and forage shortage, and a de- 
creasing number of  horse-minded 
youths on farms. There are every- 
where indjcations amongst the 
shrewd, hard-headed agricultural 
community that the horse is by no 
means the back number some imagine 
in this mechanical age, that hunting 
will come into its own again so soon 
as hostilities cease, and that there 
will be a market for horses of the 
general utility type. 

Fox Coverts and Foxes 

In the course of the constructior 
of new R. A. F. sites in the north 
some of the best farming land and 
some of the best fox coverts in sev- 
eral hunting countries have been 
sacrificed. For obvious reasons these 
cannot be specified, but Miss M. 
Furness, the Master of the Hurworth 
Hunt, told me recently that although 
a famous whin in the heart of her 
territory was almost entirely down, 
last season hounds found a fox there 
and had a brilliant run with an 
eight-mile point, the pack being stop- 
ped at Yafforth in the Bedale 


domains. It will be a problem in 
parts of certain countries to know 
where to draw for foxes in view of 
so many certain finds being no more, 
and colonies of huts and hangars 
having taken the place of what fo1 
long were vulpine sanctuaries and 
nurseries. 

It is almost certain that some fox- 
es will remain in the area as “out- 
liers’’, so that hedge-backs smal! 
plantations and grassy corners of 
fields will have_to be drawn. This 
will mean a change of long-standing 
procedure, when eager girth-tighten- 
ening sportsmen and sportswomen 
were marshalled at certain points 
until the ‘‘gone away’ was heard 
from famous coverts:now no more. 
Such strongholds could be drawn two 
or three times in a day with a cer- 
tainty of finding, and a shrewd ‘dea 
could be formed from the way of 
the wind, as to the point for which 
each fox would make. It wili be in- 


teresting to see if these outliers 
(when found—for they’ll be much 
more easily drawn over) still take 
the same lines of country as their 
forbears. 

Speaking of foxes reminds me of 
two recently reported incidents. One 
is another remarkable story emanat- 
ing from the scribe who chronicles 
the exploits of the ‘““‘Wensleydale Fox 
Exterminators’. Someone in those 
parts is now credited with destroy- 
ing foxes with the aid of a catapult! 
Well, well! we are thinking seriously 
of sending a few pinches of salt up 
to the “exterminators” to put on to 
the ‘‘black-tipped tails” (as they 
call them) of their foxes, this being 
an easier method than that by which 
poor old Goliath met his doom. 

The tenant of Hall Farm, Sleights, 
the other evening heard a distur- 
bance in his hen house. He went out 
with his Border terrier, found a fox

Moving 
around the far turn, Redlands and 
Brother Jones slowly whittled down 
the Mate gelding’s lead, and as they 
straightened out for the last jump, 
hardly more than daylight separated 
Elkridge and Redlands, Coming on 
again, Brother Jones, in 3rd position 
was making up ground, but still 4 
or 5 lengths behind the leader. In 
the run home, Cruz, on Elkridge ha 

all he could do to stave off the clos- 
ing rush of Brother Jones. Redlands 
had run his race, but didn’t have 
enough left at the finish to serious- 
ly threaten. Uncle Seaweed, making 
his 2nd start, ran a good race, anu 
finished weli up. 

Over a course that was classed 
“good”, Elkridge was timed in 3:52, 
and conceded 5 lbs. to the runner 
up. With better racing luck, H. E. 
Talbott’s Brother Jones will offei 
the Miller gelding a serious threat 
the next time they meet. 


In passing, this column would lik: 
to commend on the excellent form 
shown lately by Howard Cruz. Lit- 
erally doing the impossible, this cap- 
able little rider, has shown excellem 
judgment in keeping out of tigh 
spots, and has the strength to ride 
a whirlwind finish. Since the Sara- 
toga meeting began, he has won on 7 
out of 13 mounts, and in the last 
week won 5 in a row. 


While speaking about riders, it is 
encouraging to note that several ap- 
prentice boys have recently shown 
promise, including D. Marzani, who 
has had plenty of experience in rid- 
ing horses in exhibitions, also, a col- 
ored boy, D. Burns, a younger bro- 
ther of W. Burns, who rode some 
years ago. 


Favored with a shift in weights 
off his previous race, Mrs, Arthur 
White’s Forest Ranger romped home 
an easy winner in the Bally Weaver 
on Tuesday. Six went to the post in 
this test over hurdles, and surpris- 
ingly enough, only 5 finished, after 
the favorite, Rokeby Stables’ *Fly- 
ing Friar slipped and fell on the club- 
house turn, and Nat Clyman’s Muff- 
led Drums took a spill at the 4th 
hurdle just as he started to make 
his move. 


The field broke well and ran well 
bunched down past the stands the 
first time with Air Marshal in front 
by a little more than daylight. Field- 
fare, in 2nd position, was no better 
than a half a length in front of *Fly- 
ing Friar and Muffled Drums who 
raced on equal terms in 3rd position. 
Forest Ranger and West Haddon 
completed the field. As they turned 
into the backstretch minus *Flying 
Friar, Fieldfare and Muffled Drums 
moved a little closer to the pacemak- 
er, but Muffled Drums came down 
hard and lay there until long after 
the race was over. This left Air Mar. 
shal still in the lead, with Fieldfare 
about half a length off, and the win- 
ner less than 2 lengths further back.

Air Marshall the runner up, 
after surrendering his lead to Fores, 
Ranger, and then Fieldfare, came 
on again at the finish, and caugh. 
the tiring Fieldfare, and had enougi; 
left to stave off a closing rush by 
West Haddon, who got up to finisn 
3rd. Fieldfare came in 4th and las‘ 
somewhat the worse for a few cutg 
suffered during the running of the 
race. 


The Redbridge Steeplechase on 
Thursday, was won by Brookmeade 
Stable’s veteran jumper Nationa] 
Anthem, under the clever handling 
of H. Cruz. Carrying 154 Ibs., his 
winning margin was only a half a 
length over Tioga, who appeared the 
winner as the field took the last 
jump. In 8rd position *Rougemont 
was 2 lengths behind Tioga. 


At the drop of the flag, National 
Anthem and *Rougemont went io 
the top and opened a short lead, but 
before they reached the first turn, 
Cruz took hold of the Brookmeade 
jumper, and let *Rougemont go out 
and set the pace by 2 or 3 lengths, 
In single file, Tioga, Susquehannock, 
Epindel, Broadside King and Danny 
Deever, followed in that order. 
Rounding the clubhouse turn, and 
into the backstretch, there was little 
change in position, except that 
*Rougemont increased his lead 
slightly. Playing a waiting game 
until the last jump on the _ back- 
stretch, National Anthem and Tioga 
began to close on the pace sctting 
*Rougemont, but the others, still 
out of contention showed little, and 
it appeared a 3-horse race. Round- 
ing into the stretch, Tioga was cios- 
ing ground fastest, and caught{the 
tiring *Rougemont as they took the 
last jump, with National Anthem 2 
or 3 lengths away. As the 2 front 
ones landed, *Rougemont swerved 
slightly and bumped into Tioga. 
While it probably did not affect the 
final result, it afforded National 
Anthem the opportunity, under a 
very strong ride, to come through 
and take the lead. R. Burns, the 
pilot of Tioga, shook him up, and 
these 2 drove hard for the wire, but 
National Anthem maintained his 
lead to the end. 


Broadside King broke down dur- 
ing the running, and had to be dis- 
mounted. 


A big field of hurdlers went ‘to 
the post on Friday in the Bl Cuch- 
illo, and it resulted in a ding dong 
finish with William Ziegler, Jr.’s 
Rice Cake first past the finish line, 
a length and a half in front of Kent 
Miller’s Mateson, who just nosed out

Farming In Genesee Valley 





By Esther Taylor 





Farming in the Genesee Valley is 
complicated by the same _ shortages 
of labor, machinery, repairs, feed, 
and seed that are making things dif- 
ficult in other parts of the country. 
This area is devoted. to ‘‘general 
farming’’. Almost every farm has a 
dairy herd which forms the backbone 
of year around employment and in- 
come. Sheep, chickens, a few hogs, 
and in some cases beef cattle round 
out the animal population according 
to the size and nature of the farm 
and the choice of the individuai 
farmer. 

The feed shortage has made and 
is still making changes in _ local 
farming practices. Some _ shortage 
was foreseen before planting start- 
ed this spring and County Agents 
urged farmers to raise all the feed 
that would be required by their 
livestock. So, more cattle feed is be- 
ing raised than usual. However the 
unfavorable spring, the increase in 
livestock, and the policies control- 
ling corn have already brought on 
an acute feed shortage. 


In the past it has been found pro- 
fitable, ‘“‘they say’, to plant a large 
acreage to cash crops and to buy 
oats, corn, and dairy feed from the 
Middle West. Now no corn, or at 
least a negligible amount, is coming 
East. Some oats and barley has come 
in from Canada, and some “govern- 
ment wheat” is available from time 
to time. Yet the shift to growing 
more cattle feed does not mean that 
cash crops are not important this 
year. Due to the late spring the local 
canning pea crop was a failure, but 
the tomatoes are looking fine and 


the dry bean crop looks very promis- 
ing. 

As for labor, the farmers 
learning to get along with whatever 
help they can find or get along with- 
out. Many farmers are doing the 
work of two men. Children, wives, 
neighbors, local business men pitch 
in to help. Some. have tried the 
Southern Mountain men, and the 
city boys and men who have volun- 
teered. Such unskilled labor is dif 
ficult to use because of the time ana 
patience required to ‘‘get the work 
out of it’ and many farmers woula 
rather get along without than be 
bothered. No one who hasn't tried it 
can imagine the care and patience 
involved in training unskilled farm 
help. 

By now you are wondering who 
has time in such a busy community 
to raise the hunters the Valley is 
noted for. Well, they are raised by 
the same farmers that have a ful 
program of getieral farming. The 
members of the Genesee Valley 
Breeders’ Association are scattered 
all over Livingston and adjacent 
counties. They own one or more 
brood mares, half-bred or Thorough- 
bred, which they breed to the good 
Jockey Club stallions. J know of only 
one farmer who does farm work 
with his half-bred mares. Many 
farmers do not break their colts for 
riding or hunting, but count on sell- 
ing them at an early age unbroken 
or “green broke’, Afew others are 
hunting enthusiasts and make their 
own, The War has not cut down the 
number of mares bred and the quali- 
ty seems to be the best ever.

Farm Problems And 
How To Solve Them 


By Castle Hill 

More and more are we aware of 
the trouble owners are having over 
labor on their farms. Primarily it is 
because they have had men who 
were well enough when the “eye ot 
the master’’ was there to inspect anda 
direct—but once that eye left for 
the services, the ‘‘good man’ showed 
up in his true colors—things start- 
ed to go down. 

This week I was on the farm of a 
young friend who has been away for 
well over a year, the whole family 
in fact—he left a stable of valuable 
vrood mares behind, a herd of beer 
breeding cattle. Right now the grass 
is pretty well burned up—but most 
of his farm is under pasture—two 
colored men take care of the horse 
barns—all the mares and foals were 
turned out and the yearlings were 
in out of the sun—-things looked in 
fact just as well as if the boss Was 
there. The probable answer is that 
the colored boys are just honest 
horse men and they have never been 
ground down by hard and fast disci- 
pline—just left to carry on and use 
their sense of decency—they are 
coming through. 

But then again we all hear of own- 
ers who are looking for a man—the 
one they had had perrect faith in 
had not stayed that way—the own- 
er is in a sorry fix—much land to 
turn over, crops, cows to milk—and 
the 101 things that go with a farm 
where there is mixed crop farming 
to do. J] don’t know how many times 
I have said—and will do so again, in 
case it may be sinking in a bit—see 
the outside ring fence is tight, let 
the pasture come where there had 
been crops, sell the medley of milk 
cows to farmers who are fixed to 
handle these themselves and buy a 
herd of breeding heifers or cows, 
beef types—get a wortny bull, ana 
then let things ride. All this wil 
need is an honest man who is willing 
to make the rounds, keep up fences, 
do odd jobs with a team of horses 
and the beef herd will bring in the 
money, enough at least to tide things 
over and pay a decent return. 

One man has just told*me that he 
will have to sell out, or rent the farm 
stocked—he had Letter sell out any- 
way—stock up as [I say and let his 
fields have a bit of clover seed, and

Random Notes 


Speaking of the preparation the 
allied nations have made for the 
government of countries we shall 
occupy, in an _ article entitled 
“AMGOT Personnel is Highly Train- 
ed”—the writer in the Washington 
Post says:—‘‘However, despite this 
long tradition of military occupation 
and military government, prior to 
the end of World War I no prelim- 
inary preparations had been made 
for handling the military occupa- 
tion of the Rhineland’’. It is pointed 
out that that occupation was a mere 
bagatelle compared with the gigantic 
task ahead of the allies this time. 
Not only as to geographic expanse 
but also as to the antagonistic ele- 
ments that will exist. THIS OCCU- 
PATION WILL TAKE UNDER- 
STANDING OF THE TEMPERA- 
MENTS OF THE PEOPLE OF 
EUROPE and to a great extent the 
British and certainly to a greater, 
we in America are not acquainted 
with these peoples, or their ways, or 
their eccentricities. It takes men 
who have lived with them to know 
of these things. 

During the last eccupation, the 
writer as one of them, had supervi- 
sion of the German Police and Pri- 
sons, as well as command of the 
Military Police Battalion of the A. 
F. G., which had to work in close 
coordination with the Office of Civil 
Affairs. Col. I. L. Hunt, who was the 
officer in command, learned much 
of this system of handling a subdued 
nation. After his return to this 
country he was assigned the task of 
preparing an exhaustive report of 
the activities of the 0. C. C. A. under 
his direction. This was of course 
studied carefully, it was very com- 
plete and was made up in 4 volumes. 

It may be interesting to know that 
the whole of th success of our occu- 
pation was based on a_ thorough 
knowledge of what the Germans 
were doing. This was done through 
our G. II and D. C. I. department. 
Thus the Germans learned to respect 
our organization. It may be of inter- 
est, to show the difference between 
our methods and those of the Fren- 
ch. The day that our flag was taken 
down off Fortress Ehrenbreitstein, 
and the French Tri-color raised, the 
new Occupants of Coblenz placed 
machine guns in the Bahnhof (R. 
R. Depot) to be prepared to quell 
any uprising that might occur. It 
was a typical move and did not make 
for peaceful and successful occupa-

Since the entries were 
confined to horses and ponies from 
St. Lawrence County, we will elimin- 
ate names and only comment on the 
Classes: 
83 Gaited Saddle Horse. Lady to Ride. 
This class was well filled with a 
useful saddle hack type horse. We 
believe that local shows should en- 
courage the showing of such horses 
during war times. They are fun for 
the amateur owner to ride and drive 
on their farms, yet good enough to 
bring to small shows. 
3 Gaited Saddle Class. 
to Ride 
The horses were the same type as

shown in the first Class. In fact 
many re-appeared, though several 
heavier animals were also shown. 


One straight from a hay rake was 
1-2 Saddle, i-4 Morgan and 1-4 
standard bred, yet made a creditable 
performance. 

5 Gaited Saddle Horse 

This was not so well filled as the 
walk-trot Classes, either as to num- 
bers or quality. 

Western Novice Class 

This was a well filled Class but 
the entries had undoubtedly never 
heard of the A. H. S. A. require- 
ments, either as to equipment or 
performance. Thus, all were on an 
equal footing and all seemed to be 
willing and interested to follow the 
requirements. 

Horse In Harness 

This Class brought out a large 
number of exceedingly useful hors- 
es with such excellent rigs that one 
wondered where they all came from. 
The horses were neither “heavy”, 
“fine’ nor ‘roadster’ exclusively 
but a mixture of all three, often in 
the same horse and exactly what is 
needed in these gasless days to draw 
one where one needs to go. 

Saddle Pony 12.2 to 14.2; 
Girl under 16 to Ride 

This was such a crowded Clasg 
that it was necessary to work it in 
2 divisions. The ponies were out- 
standingly good—-real ponies, not 
miniature horses. 

Saddle Pony 12.2 to 14.2; 
Boy under 16 to Ride 

Like the above, this class was 
also crowded, often with the same 
ponies though the different riders 
made several of the ribbons fall to 
different animals. This show gives 
6 ribbons and prizes when Classes 
have over 10 entries; in most VJlass- 
es of the show, 6 prizes were award- 
ed. 

Open Jumping 

The management had only provid- 
ed one rail jump, so it was decided 
to start at 3 feet as ponies were in 
the Class as well as horses. Each 
jumper was allowed two tries at the 
single jump, ticks to count. The 
jump was then raised 4 incles for 
the horses who had gone clean. All 
ponies were eliminated at 4 feet. 
The winner, who cleared 4 ft. 8 in. 
had gone clean with each first try, 
yet had only jumped 6 jumps and 
no horse had jumped over 12. 

Such classes are not recommend- 
ed but under the circumstances, it 
gave each animal a chance, tired 
none and produced much enthusiasm 
among the spectators.

Girl under 15 to ride

How many shows have so many 
pairs of ponies in the ring at once 
that it is necessary to draw them 
all to the centre before they can 
find room to reverse? And all these 
country ponies had excellent rigs 
though one had a miniature milk 
wagon, one a tiny double surrey 
and one a Lilliputian jaunting car. 

The children had a chance to use 
their own legs for a bit when they 
showed Pony stallion, 2 years and 
over, It was again surprising and 
pleasing to see the perfect manners 
with which their little studs showed 
for their young handlers, It has al- 
ways been maintained that a colt 
properly handled from infancy should 
be as tractable as a gelding. Exam- 
ple: Arabian studs in their native 
habitat. Example: ‘Liz’ Whitney's 
Bon Nuit. Our own daughter as a 
child habitually rude a young Thor- 
oughbred stud out with mares that 
he had covered or expected to cover 
within 24 hours. 

Pony Mare 2 Years and Over 

This was another terrific class 
necessitating 3 lines head to tail 
across the length of the show ring. 
Many of these mares were so unl- 
formly good that where several be- 
longed to one owner, one could be 
chosen at random for the final judg- 
ing. 

Pony Yearling — 

The winner of this Class had un- 
believably placed under saddle in 
an earlier open saddle Class. She 
was as perfect a using specimen as 
any child could want. This should 
not be encouraged, riding even & 
pony so young. 

Pony Foal of 1943 

The winner of this Class, a chest- 
nut colt out of a mouse colored mare, 
also helped his dam win. 


Pony Brood Mare With Foal 

Second in both classes was a rie 
bald filly and dam, belonging ‘o aD 
“Indian lad and beth very nice. The 
children got off their own feet again 
with a Combination Pony. The first

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of them, going to prove that these 
feelings still survive and, now and 
then, actually receive justification 
for their harborage in the breasts 
which entertain them. 

The beginning of our tale takes 
us back to one of the fall vendues 
held at Lexington, Ky., which would 
be six years ago—as will be perceiv- 
ed, “before Pearl Harbor” not only, 
put (believe it or not) before Whirl- 
away was so much as foaled, though 
he has in the interim since elapsed 
won over $500,000. 

The auction in question was held 
in the paddock of the Keeneland 
race track and among the consign- 
ments was the fourteen-year-ol? 
matron Carola, by Friar Rock. Avi, 
as is well known, the daughters of 
that sire have few superiors as pvo- 
ducers—their record is impressive. 

But, when Carola was led  iuto 
the ring, lo and behold! One of her 
eyes had been knocked out; ons of 
her hips had also been knocked 
down, She had likewise produced 
several foals, none of which had ever 
knocked at the portals of fame. 

The result was imaginable. It was 
difficult to get a starting bid on 
her; still more so to get those made 
up to the $100 mark. 

Finally she reached the _ three- 
figure stage and was about to be 
knocked down to a Western buyer, 
who was collecting a carload lot of 
culls, when a new bidder entered 
the arena. 

When she nodded her assent as a 
bid of $125 was pled for, she had 
also bought a horse. For, no others 
being obtainable, Carola was knock- 
eg down to her at the figure named. 

The lady in question was not, 
however, acting solely for herself. 
She had a partner, also of the fair 
sex, the pair of them having decid- 
ed to joining a plunge into the seas 
of Thoroughbred ownership; which, 
like those of matrimony, contain, in 
the words of the poet ‘‘treasures, 
pearls, monsters, unknown storms.” 

The inciting cause was the fact 
that the lady aforesaid was Miss 
Elise Shackleford, of Lexington, at 
that time, as for some years previ- 
ously, joint owner of the Thorough- 
bred Record, of Lexington, with tie 
late J. E. Rubbathen—that  well- 
known weekly being later sold by 
them, upon which Miss Shackleford 
retired to private life. 

Coming from one of the old rac- 
ing families of the Blue Grass, she 
had long cherished the ambition to 
have something of her own carry- 
ing silks; and, seeing that Carola 
was described as surely with foal by 
Crusader, the great son of Man o’War 
that had been one of her enthusi- 
ams in his racing days, she decided 
that her opportunity had at !ast 
arrived. 

Duly in the spring of 1938 Carola 
Produced a very handsome cliestnut 
filly, moulded much along the samg 
lines as her sire—who was one of 
the most beautiful Thoroughbreds 
of his generation. 

Not long afterward Miss Shackle- 
ford’s partner decided that she was 
Teady to dissolve the partnership 
aid so the former lady became the 
tilly’s sole owner. 

Casting about for a name fer h3:, 
that of Fee d’Or was selected. It 
Meaning “golden fairy’—and she 
being inbred to the famed matron 
Fairy Gold, dam of both Fatr Play. 
he the sire of Man o’War (sire of 


Crusader) and of Friar Rock as well. 

Claiming for her colors “blue, 
gold cross-sashes and cuffs, gold 
cap,’’ Miss Shackleford entrusted to 
Trainer J. A. Mooney the task of 
educating the filly and then of cam- 
paigning her. 

No extravagant plans were made 
for or about her. The get of Crusa- 
der were not precocious, but they 
were able to go distances, as was he, 
far as horses now are asked; and it 
was hoped that she would demon- 
strate her abilities along that line, 

Her racing, until this season. was 
confined to small purse events, chief- 
ly over the Kentucky tracks, where 
her mistress could see her perform. 
She was not quick in her’ develop- 
ment, but won once as a two-year-old, 
and again at three. But it was diffi- 
cult to find races for her that were 
“her kind’, as programs nowadays 
feature few of them. 

However, once in a while there 
came a chance—and at River Downs, 
in the fall of 1942, Fee d’Or won an 
$800 purse at a mile and three-quar- 
ters, ‘‘under wraps” by four lengths. 
She had in her two previous starts 
run third, and back second, in simi- 
lar tests. 

This season, as distance racing is 
prominently to the fore at the great 
Washington Park meeting, Chicago, 
it was decided to send Fee d’Or far- 
ther from home than had been the 
custom and give her a chance thers. 

Her first outing at the Windy 
City was in a two-mile race and she 
finished third, beaten three lengths. 
Next came one at a mile and a half, 
in which she did not do so well, be- 
ing unplaced. 

Then on August 12 came another 
two-mile race, for $1,500, over the 
turf (as the others had been) and 
this time her turn had come. She 
won in very game style, coming from 
behind at the end and running down 
her field. 

This is just a simple story of in- 
cidents in which sport, sentiment 
and sense have combined to bring 
happiness and success in a modest 
way unheralded by the score heads 
consecrated to the Big Things. 

They are happening right along, 
but the great world hears nothing 
of them. 

Which does not alter the fact that 
often they are more interesting, and, 
in a way, significant, than many of 
those which the sporting extras fea- 


ture.

The Huntsman encour 
ages his young hounds to try to get 
into the earth, but we never dig u 
fox out, it is considered unsports- 
manlike. If hounds hunt a fox till he 
goes to ground, that is as good as a 
kill, but if hounds lose the fox be- 
fore he goes to earth, then the fos 
has won and outwitted the Hunts- 
man and hounds. It is pretty certain 
that some old foxes enjoy being 
hunted, for it is old foxes that we 
have hunted that give us 
great runs. They know their country 
and pass dens until they get tired, 
then duck! Of course, like all great 
aces one occasionally misjudges his 
own powers. The fact remains that 
a native Dutchess County red fox is 
almost impossible of capture by a 
pack of hounds, because he is sly, 
brave and courageous. American 
foxes have to work harder for their

“We are as anxious as anyone to 
get the jumping game going again, 
but it has been much harder hit than 
flat racing, for many of the older 
horses, which, in the natufal course 
of events would have been trained 
for fencing, have been put down, or 
have gone out of racing. Possibly 
there are sufficient horses in train- 
ing which could be made hurdlers in 
a few weeks, but our present rules 
require a _ certain percentage of 
steeplechases at every meeting. It is 
obvious that it would take some 
time to produce sufficient animals 
fit to run in such races. So far as 
one can see it will take at least a 
season or two to put National Hunt 
sport on the Turf map again. There 
are plenty of tracks which could be 
ready tomorrow, but the combing 
out of horses must have a serious 
effect on the winter sport for a long 
time. It is probable too, that the 
transport difficulty will continue for 
some time after the war, and many 
steeplechase meetings are in rather 
inaccessible places. Taking all these 
things into consideration, it is obvi- 
ous that the National Hunt game 
cannot at once start where it left, oft, 
and it may be a year or two after 
the end of the war before some of 
the little meetings get going. The 
odds against 1943 winter racing aru 
very high.”
